HISTORY 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Texas  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Qubs  at  Port  Arthur, 
November  17,  1919,  the  need  of  county  organization  as  a medium  through  which  the  Fed- 
eration work  might  be  done  efficiently  was  emphasized  in  reports  from  every  department. 
This,  then,  seems  to  be  the  logical  starting  point  for  the  Rural  Life  Committee.  Our 
attention  must  be  directed  to  the  problems  peculiar  to  the  rural  world. 

The  country  has  as  great  a need  and  as  much  right  to  have  a club  as  the  city.  Some- 
thing over  half  the  people  of  Texas  still  live  in  the  country.  Many  leading  authorities 
on  rural  problems  feel  that  the  Precinct  Clubs  are  one  of  the  biggest  pieces  of  work  ever 
undertaken  by  the  Texas  Federation  toward  the  solution  of  the  rural  problems  of  Texas.

WHAT  IS  THE  OBJECT  OF  IT? 

(x:z>00<=>0 

The  object  of  the  Country  Rural  Life  and  Precinct  Clubs  briefly  stated  is;  To  assem- 
ble the  facts  which  are  needed  as  a basis  for  practical  efforts  to  improve  rural  conditions. 
When  the  precinct  survey  is  completed,  there  will  be  available  in  tangible  form  exactly 
the  information  which  is  most  needed  by  every  organization,  every  community,  and  every 
individual  desiring  to  construct  a practical,  working  program  for  the  betterment  of  country 
life  in  any  particular. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  in  the  survey  is  the  discovery,  in  each  communi- 
ty, of  agencies  that  are  making  progress  and  what  each  one  is  doing.  Only  when  we 
know  what  is  already  being  done  can  we  say  what  still  needs  to  be  done. 

The  facts  revealed  by  this  investigation  will  be  tabulated  and  shown  on  county 
and  precinct  maps  and  charts  in  such  a way  that  the  people  of  any  community  can  see 
for  themselves  just  what  are  the  strong  and  weak  points  of  their  community  life,  and  just 
how  they  compare  with  other  communities.  Thus  the  Precinct  Chairman  will  not  only 
provide  the  necessary  data  for  outside  agencies  seeking  to  set  up  programs  of  rural  bet- 
terment, but,  also,  it  is  hoped,  will  arouse  a new  interest  and  inspire  a new  vision  in  hun- 
dreds of  people  throughout  the  state.  Many  counties  and  communities  will  want  intensive 
local  studies,  in  which  the  Rural  Life  Club  will  help  and  guide  them.  All  over  the 
state  on  the  basis  of  the  facts  brought  out  by  the  Precinct  Chairman,  communities  will  set 
up  for  themselves  forward  looking  programs  for  the  enrichment  of  their  own  life. 


SUBJECTS 

WHAT  SUBJECTS  DOES  IT  COVER? 

The  co-operative  study  of  home,  school,  and  civic  problems,  as  well  as  enterprises  of 
social,  literary,  musical,  and  artistic  interest.  This  will  include  household  management, 
sanitary  and  hygienic  problems,  labor  saving  devices,  hot  school  lunches,  playgrounds, 
parks,  and  the  vital  problems  of  every  community.  Besides  the  roads,  there  are  school 
houses  and  grounds  uniformly  neglected ; rural  cemeteries  equally  neglected ; rural  churches 
and  rural  grounds  even  more  neglected,  county  parks  and  playgrounds  and  libraries  still 
to  be  acquired. 

WHAT  TO  DO  AND  HOW? 

This  thing  of  forming  the  County  and  Precinct  Clubs  sounds  like  an  ambitious  pro- 
gram. Yet  the  undertaking  is  as  simple  as  breathing,  and  perfectly  certain  of  success. 
All  we  have  to  do  is  to  get  out  program  clearly  before  our  eyes  and  then

This  is  a system  which  cannot  be  withstood  — strategy  which  cannot  be  defeated.

Organize  Each  County  With  Headquarters  at  County  Seat. 

County  Rural  Life  Club. 

(a)  The  sole  purpose  of  this  club  shall  be  to  organize,  foster,  or  aid  rural  women's 
clubs  in  every  precinct  or  community  in  the  country. 

(b)  This  club  should  send  name  and  address  of  its  President  to  the  District  Chair- 
man of  Rural  Life  and  Communicate  with  the  District  Chairman  once  each  month  of  the 
club  year,  and  the  District  Chairman  shall  likewise  report  to  the  State  Chairman. 

Plan  of  Work 

(a)  Divide  the  club  into  committees  of  one  or  more  women  for  each  precinct. 

(b)  To  each  committee  assign  a definite  voting  precinct  or  community  for  which 
that  committee  will  be  responsible,  making  regular  reports  of  work  done  or  existing  con- 
ditions in  each  precinct  of  the  County  Rural  Life  Club. 

(c)  The  personnel  of  these  committees  should  be  carefully  selected.  Whenever  pos- 
sible, find  women  who  are  personally  interested  in  the  precincts  or  communities  to  which 
they  are  assigned. 

The  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  precinct  organization  should  be  a Community  Cen- 
ter for  your  club. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  COMMITTEES  OF  COUNTY  RURAL  LIFE  CLUBS 
Make  a Personal  Survey  of  the  Precinct  or  Community  Assigned  You 

(a)  If  there  is  no  woman’s  club  in  the  precinct  or  community,  find  out  if  they 
would  like  to  have  one.  Cards  for  this  purpose  to  be  sent  to  the  women  in  the  com- 
munity will  be  furnished  by  Rural  Life  Qub.  These  cards  will  read  as  follows :

(b)  Plan  of  organization  for  precinct  or  county  clubs: 

The  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  County  Rural  Life  Club,  sending  out  the  cards 
or  issuing  call,  should  act  as  temporary  chairman  of  the  club  to  be  organized.  She  will 
appoint  someone  as  temoprary  secretary,  call  the  meeting  together,  and  appoint  a commit- 
tee of  three  to  draft  a constitution.  (It  is  advisable  to  adopt  constitution  in  Year  P>ook.) 
Central  Rural  Life  Clubs  should  arrange  a meeting  for  the  first  Monday  in  the  month, 
which  should  be  a business  meeting,  to  discuss  with  the  committees  business  of  the  pre- 
cinct club.  The  precinct  club  should  meet  on  Friday  of  each  week  at  the  school  liouse 
in  the  community,  time  to  be  decided  on. 

On  the  last  Saturday  in  each  month  the  Rural  Life  Club  should  meet  in  the  county 
seat,  each  precinct  club  giving  report  of  work  done  in  their  club  and  a program  be  pre- 
pared, in  which  such  subjects  as  poultry  raising,  dairy,  and  gardening  be  discussed.  Also 
talks  by  representatives  from  the  home  demonstration  agents  of  A.  & M.  and  Extension 
Department  of  the  State  University,  College  of  Industrial  Arts,  or  other  state  imstitutions, 
County  Nurse  or  Health  Officer,  Thrift  Chairman,  Farm  Bureau  Representatives,  and 
teachers  from  the  precincts  or  communities.  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association,  for 
information  and  bulletins  on  Recreation  and  other  activities  address  or  write  1515  Com- 
merce St.,  and  they  will  be  glad  to  furnish  the  information  desired.

THE  AMERICAN  RED  CROSS  IN  TEXAS 


It  would  de  difficult  to  enumerate  all  that  the  Red  Cross  has  done  in  the  state  since 
the  World  War,  to  tell  of  its  many  ministrations  of  kindness  and  helpfulness,  but,  great 
as  were  these  achievements,  they  will  be  quite  outdone  by  tbe  things  that  are  planned  for 
Texas  by  the  Red  Cross  in  accordance  with  the  organization’s  great  Peace-time  program. 

The  peace-time  program  of  the  Red  Cross  is  largely  an  educational  one.  Through 
local  committees  Red  Cross  instructors  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the  Sick,  First 
Aid  to  Injured,  and  in  Dietetics,  has  been  brought  to  countries  to  give  courses  of  in- 
struction, often  as  part  of  the  regular  school  curriculum. 

Statistics  show  that  for  every  soldier  buried  in  France,  a baby  dies  each  year  in  the 
United  States  because  of  neglect  or  improper  feeding. 

7.000. 000  were  killed  in  four  years  of  war. 

6.000. 000  died  in  two-  years  of  influenza. 

100,000  die  annually  in  the  United  States  of  tuberculosis. 

That  one  out  of  every  three  men  examined  for  service  was  rejected,  because  of  phys- 
ical defects,  50  per  cent  of  which  could  have  been  corrected  in  childhood. 

It  is  to  meet  this  health  need  that  the  Red  Cross  is  endeavoring  to  place  a Public 
Health  Nurse  m every  county  in  Texas.  In  counties  where  nurses  cannot  be  secured.

Texas  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
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the  Red  Cross  is  placing  instructors  to  give  practical  educational  courses  throughout  the 
entire  county.  Health  centers  are  being  established  where  mothers  may  come  and  bring 
their  children  for  advice  about  feeding,  clothing,  and  proper  sleeping  arrangements. 
Physical  inspection  by  Red  Cross  nurses  and  local  physicians  is  being  given  to  school 
children.  Nutrition  clinics  are  established  to  fight  malnutrition,  among  school  children, 
often  caused  by  lack  of  knowledge  rather  than  lack  of  money. 

The  Red  Cross  in  Dallas  County  has  already  successfully  co-operated  for  the  past 
year  with  the  Rural  Life  Club  throughout  the  county.  It  is  by  contact  with  such  organi- 
zations that  the  Red  Cross  hopes  to  advance  its  broad  program.  Practically  every  county 
in  Texas  has  a Red  Cross  Committee  through  which  these  things  can  be  brought  to  a 
community.  The  part  that  Rural  Life  Clubs  can  play  is  a significant  one,  for  through 
them  a demand  for  the  Red  Cross  Program  can  be  created.

County  Commissioners’  Court  in  Texas  has  the  power  to  levy  a tax  of  five  cents  on 
each  $1.00  assessed  valuation  for  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  lands  for  use  as 
County  Parks.  The  proposition  has  to  be  submitted  to  and  ratified  by  the  property  tax 
paying  voters  of  the  county  at  a general  election,  or  special  election.  It  takes  a two-thirds 
majority  vote  to  authorize  the  levy. 

Benefit  to  be  derived  from  county  parks. — The  country’s  need  of  County  Parks  is 
becoming  more  generally  realized  as  time  passes.  With  the  advent  of  automobiles,  this 
need  has  been  greatly  augmented,  for  they  make  it  possible  to  reach  such  parks  by  all 
the  people  of  a county,  and  so  in  many  cases  where  it  has  heretofore  been  practically 
impossible  to  get  the  people  of  the  entire  county  together  for  any  purpose,  it  is  now  easily 
done.  A few  of  the  uses  to  which  these  parks  are  adapted  are  these : 

1.  A general  meeting  place  for  the  people  of  the  entire  county,  or  of  a community 
for  any  purpose  that  may  be  found  necessary. 

2.  A place  for  political  speaking  and  celebrations,  camp  meetings,  etc. 

3.  A place  where  base  ball,  field  sports,  and  athletics  generally  may  be  indulged 
and  enjoyed,  for  it  has  been  well  said  that  “All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a dull 
boy.” 

4.  A place  for  picnics  and  similar  holidays  gatherings. 

5.  A place  for  meetings  of  farmers’  organizations  of  every  kind,  where  the  business 
men  of  the  cities  and  towns  can  also  meet  when  they  wish,  and  where  both  country  and 
city  people  may  come  together  and  discuss  various  matters  which  concerns  the  public 
generally,  or  for  recreation. 

The  establishing  of  a county  park  is  not,  as  a rule,  a very  costly  matter.  It  often 
happens  that  there  is  a splendid  site  for  the  purpose  on  land  that  is  not  well  adapted  to 
farming  purposes.  Sometimes  rocky,  rugged  land  is  best  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  a 
countv  park,  since  such  ground  is  sometimes  picturesque  and  scenic  in  its  beauty. 

Then  again  it  is  often  the  case  that  some  public-spirited  citizen  will  donate  sufficient 
land  for  park  puroses,  as  they  so  often  do  in  the  cities  and  towns.  By  so  doing  the  public- 
spirited  citizen  not  only  does  a patriotic  act  but  at  the  same  time  causes  his  land  to  increase 
in  value  for  the  establishment  of  a county  park  naturally  increases  the  value  of  all  land 
adjacent  to  it;  indeed,  for  the  whole  county,  for  those  seeking  homes  will  at  once  judge 
such  a county  as  being  composed  of  progressive  and  enlightened  citizens.

ARTICLE  I. 

Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the

ARTICLE  IV. 

Membership 

Section  1.  Membership  in  this  club  shall  be  of  three  classes,  active,  associate,  and 
honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Active  members  shall  consider  themselves  in  honor  bound,  as  far  as  possible, 
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to  study  the  subject  under  consideration  by  the  club,  and  to  perform  literary  and  com- 
mittee work  assigned  them. 

Sec.  3.  Associate  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  club  except  those 
of  voting  and  of  holding  office,  but  shall  have  no  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
the  club. 

Sec.  4.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  upon  any  person  by  unanimous 
vote  of  those  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  club  shall  be  a President,  First  Vice-President,  Second 
Vice-President,  Third  Vice-President,  a Recording  Secretary,  an  Auditor,  a Parliamentar- 
ian, a Custodian,  and  Director,  These  eleven  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  meeting 
in  February,  and  continue  in  office  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  A majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  an  election. 

Sec.  4.  No  members  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms. 

Sec.  5.  Vacancies  in  office  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  voting  thereon  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Meetings 

Section  1.  Meetings  shall  be  held  on  Friday  of  each  week. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  the  third of 

February  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Quorum 

Section  1.  One  third  of  the  active  membership  of  the  club  shall  constitute  a quorum 
at  any  regular  or  annual  meeting,  but  at  no  time  shall  the  lack  of  a quorum  at  a regular 
meeting  prevent  those  present  from  proceeding  with  the  program  of  the  day. 

Sec.  2.  A majority  of  the  membership  of  the  club  shall  be  necessary  for  a quorum  at  a 
Special  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Amendments 

Section  1.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  active  members  present,  the  proposed  amendments  having  been  submitted 
in  writing,  and  read  to  the  club  at  a regular  meeting  at  least  four  weeks  before  being 
voted  upon. 

Sec.  2.  Amendments  may  also  be  made  at  any  annual  meeting  without  previous 
notice  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  members  present. 

, Sec.  3.  By-Laws  and  standing  rules  may  be  adopted,  amended,  or  repealed  at  any 
regular  or  annual  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote. 

BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE  I. 

Dues 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  active  members  shall  be per  year. 
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Sec.  2.  Members  failing  to  pay  dues  before  the  first  day  of shall  at 

once  be  notified  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  Dues  for  the  current  fiscal  year  must  accompany  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  regular  term  of  office  of  all  officers  shall  commence  at  adjournment 
of  the  annual  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  officers  shall  be  such  as  are  implied  by  their  respective  titles, 
and  such  as  are  specified  in  these  by-laws. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  be  ex-officio  a member  of  the  same  without  the  right  to 
vote. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  receive  and  present  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership, keep  an  accurate  classified  list  of  the  membership,  of  the  club,  with  the  address 
of  each  member;  receive  all  money  due  the  club,  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  giving 
or  taking  a receipt  for  each  sum  transferred,  notifying  delinquent  members,  as  required  in 
Article  I. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  notify  applicants  for  membership  of  their 
election  or  rejection;  also  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment,  and  in  general  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  club. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  bills  only  upon  the  warrants  signed  by  the  President 

and  the  Secretary;  keep  an  itemized  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  present 
a written  report  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  to  the  Club  at  the  first 
meeting  in  each  month  make  a report  of  the  transactions  of  the  preceding  month.  This 
book  in  which  the  record  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  has  been  kept,  to- 
gether with  the  warrants  and  vouchers,  also  the  annual  reports  of  the  treasurer,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  auditor, at  least  one  week  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  The  auditor  shall  examine  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  also  the  annual  report 

of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  The  custodian  shall  have  charge  of  all  properties  of  the  Club,  except  such  as 
are  in  actual  use,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  club. 

Sec.  9.  The  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and 
Custodian  shall  each  make  a written  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  10.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  have  the  power  to  decide  any  question  as  to 
parliamentary  rule,  but  shall  have  no  further  power,  and  such  power  shall  be  subsidiary  to 
the  President.  Such  rules  must  be  settled  in  accordance  with  the  Parliamentary  Rules 
of  Mrs.  Fox. 

Sec.  11.  All  officers,  upon  retiring  from  office,  shall  deliver  to  the  President  all 
money,  accounts,  record  books,  papers,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  club. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Committees 

Section  1.  There  .‘'hall  be  three  standing  committees,  consisting  of  three  members 
each.  Membership,  House,  and  Entertainment. 

Sec.  2.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  investigate  the  qualifications  of  applicants 
for  membership,  and  report  if  their  recommendations  be  submitted  to  the  board  of 
directors. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  recommend  a place  of  meeting,  and  shall  have 
a general  charge  of  the  room  or  rooms  agreed  upon. 

Sec.  4.  The  Entertainment  Committee  shall  have  no  responsibility  for  the  program  of 
entertainment  until  the  Eirst  Meeting  in  September  following  their  appointment.  At  the 
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first  meeting  in , the  Committee  shall  recommend  subjects  of  study  and 

when  approved  by  the  club  shall  prepare  a calendar  for  the  literary  work  for  the  year 
and  complete  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  carrying  out  of  same. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Board  of  Directors 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  transact  the  general  business  of  the 
club,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  club;  to  fill  vacancies  in  office,  and  to  act  upon  all 
applications  for  membership  in  the  club. 

ARTICLE  V

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AS  we  understand  the  Ideals  of  the  Texas  Fed- 
eration of  Women’s  Clubs,  we  are  in  accord 
with  them,  not  only  abstractly  but  concretely. 
We  not  only  believe  in  these  ideals  but  we  attempt 
to  practice  them. 


The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  better  schools. 
We  point  with  pride  to  the  public  school  system 
of  Sugar  Land,  as  made  possible  by  the  operations 
of  the  Sugarland  Industries.  The  plant  consists  of 
a group  of  thirteen  fire-proof,  steam-heated  school 
buildings,  built  on  the  cottage  plan,  equipped  with 
an  Auditorium  arranged  for  the  staging  of  public 
entertainment  with  all  of  the  accessories  usually 
found  in  the  best  equipped  playhouses;  a school 
library  adequately  supplied  with  well  selected  re- 
search and  literary  works;  thoroughly  equipped 
domestic  science  and  manual  training  departments 
and  a kindergarten  that  is  the  pride  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  vocational  train- 
ing, wherein  Sugar  Land  excels  by  reason  of  the 
industrial  activities  here  which  give  opportunity  for 
practical  demonstration  with  which  to  fortify  the 
theoretical.  The  management  of  the  Sugarland 
Industries  has  not  only  sufficiently  endowed  this 
department  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Smith- 
Hughes  law,  but  is  also  giving  full  pay  with  free 
time  for  students  engaged  in  earning  a livelihood 
while  improving  their  mentalities  . 

The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  well  kept  homes 
and  beautiful  yards.  The  Sugarland  industries  dis- 
tributes valuable  semi-annual  prizes  as  a special 
inducement  to  secure  these  results,  at  the  same 
time  giving  the  force  of  example  by  spending  thou- 
sands of  dollars  for  wide  sidewalks,  curbed  streets, 
and  ornamental  street  lights.  Within  recent  weeks 
the  management  has  planted  and  transplanted  five 
thousand  Royal  Walnut  trees,  each  provided  with 
wooden  and  wire  net  boxes,  giving  protection 
against  depredation  of  every  character,  other  than 
intentional  vandalism,  which  happily,  does  not 
exist  at  Sugar  Land.  A landscape  gardener  of 
many  years’  experience  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  is 
regularly  employed  here  to  supervise  the  beautify- 


ing and  expansion  program  undertaken  by  the 
management  and  to  advise  and  assist  residents 
here  with  reference  to  the  upkeep  of  lawns,  flower 
beds,  hedges,  etc. 

The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  all  measures  that 
conserve  the  public  health  and  the  Sugarland  In- 
dustries is  in  active  accord  with  this  ideal,  having 
now  well  advanced  towards  completion  a compre- 
hensive program  of  drainage  and  irrigation.  Hy- 
draulic and  dipper  dregs  are  removing  the  breeding 
grounds  of  mosquitoes  and  destroying  the  opportun- 
ities of  the  energetic  and  predatory  disease  germ. 
At  the  same  time  this  reclamation  program  is  com- 
bining beauty  with  utility  by  providing  uniform 
shorelines  which  are  ultimately  to  be  converted  into 
parked  and  shaded  driveways,  giving  the  option  of 
transport  by  motor  car  or  canoe.  A lady  who  ought 
to  and  probably  does  hold  membership  in  the  Feder- 
ation once  remarked  that  her  idea  of  romance  was 
a canoe  and  orchids.  The  canoes  we  shall  soon 
have,  but  in  place  of  orchids  we  suggest  carnations, 
gladiolas  and  tube  roses  which  grow  to  such  perfec- 
tion in  the  flower  gardens  maintained  here. 

The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  hospitals,  and  the 
management  of  the  Sugarland  Industries  is  actively 
in  accord  with  this  ideal,  having  already  donated 
necessary  lands  together  with  cash  in  banks  of 
$10,000.00  for  a hospital.  The  cash  endowment  is 
to  be  materially  increased. 

The  Federation  is  sponsor  for  hospitals,  and  the 
is  being  realized  in  Sugar  Land,  a spacious  park 
named  for  Lonnie  Green,  who  died  in  the  overseas 
service  of  his  country,  having  been  donated  by  the 
management  of  the  Sugarland  Industries  exclusively 
as  a building  site  for  churches.
